I am sorry to bother you but I yust read the "Mongol or Yuan Paper 
Money" article in the latest issue of your journal, and I would like to 
ask you to print a special note in your next issue for the sake of 
clarification and HISTORICAL ACCURACY. It is vital that you comply 
with my request -—- for my professional reputation is at stake. 


In reprinting the article, you have inadvertantly left out my very 
crucial comments on Slides 1, 7 and 9 (appearing in the article as 
Fig.1. 2 and 3) which clearly spelled out the fact that the 
AUTHENTICITY of those notes has not been verified because they were 
copied from an old Chinese numismatic work and that no such specimens 
have so far been found. [Please refer to the sections underlined in 
red in the enclosed copy of my talk at the International Numismatic 
Convention in December 19831. 


It is most unfortunate that this should have happened because it sort 
of put my introduction to your publication in a rather poor 
perspective. What is worse is that you will probably be inundated with 
letters from your readers complaining of "false and unsubstantiated 
statements” from your "ignorant contributor. " 


IT hope you will not mind my sending a copy of this letter to Mr. Neil 
Shafer (who was then the President and was present at my talk at the 
Convention) and Mr. Eric Newman (Council member of our Society) who 
brought the article to my attention. Mr. Shafer will no doubt 
remember that I made references to the lack of authenticity of these 
early notes and I asked that he invite Mr. Bruce Smith (who was 
present at the talk) to enlighten us further on the subject since Mr. 
Smith has done quite extensive research on Chinese paper money. This 
Mr. Shafer did, after my talk was over, and in fact a very lively 
discussion ensued from Mr. Smith’s elucidation. Mr. William Barrett, 
another expert on paper money, was also present at the meeting and 
contributed to the discussion. Therefore, I think we resaliy owe it to 


the experts and the general reading public a note of clarification 
without delay. 


Despite the above regrettable incident, I still feel very honored that
